Concerning the distribution of public 
monevsa in banks throughout the coun- 
try, the secretary says it has been done 
without regard to partisanship and no 
section has received other than the fafr 
and impartial coneideration to which it 
is entitled. It is shown that the amount 
of public deposits on August 22, was 
about $115,000,000, of which the New 
York banks held $28,253,886. On De- 
cember 7th the figures showed public 
deposits through the country amounting 
to $222,.352.252. In connection with this 
statement the report says: 

"While the banks of the state of New 
York appear as holders of public mon- 
eys to the amount of 26.8 per cent of 
their capital and surplus, the banks of 
the New BMngland, eastern and middle 
western states, taken as a whole and 
including New York, show a percentage 
of deposits to capital and surplus of 
only a little more than |5 per cent. 
The banks of the southern, western and 
Pacifio states, on the other hand show 
a proportion of nearly 18 per cent. With 
the elimination of New York from the 
eastern group, the percentage of the 
remaining eastern and middle western 
states is only about !1.2.” 

Financial Wants of Fature. 


Anticipating the financial wants of 
the t{mmediate future, Gecretary Corte}l- 
you intimetes that if new legislation 
does not relieve him of the guardian- 
ship over the money market that has 
tacitly arisen, he must make provision 
for relieving it Dy making deposits in 
the autumn, the season when the de- 
mand for money fe usually the greatest. 
For this purpose alone, under the pres- 
ent system, he considera it expedient 
to reduce the present volume of depos- 
its of public moneys in banks. The ma- 
turing 3 per cent bonds will also require 
funds.

In the first of the °'70’s Pratt, Pond 
and Carey, three enterprising young 
men, came from the east to Atlanta 
and built the National hoted, on Peach- 
and bullt the National hotel, on Peach- 
on the site now occupled by the Emery- 
Steiner building. The National, when 
completed, was the palatial hostelry of 
the state, in fact of this section of the 
south. It was at the National that 
General Pope, of the United States 
army, that was during the days of re- 
construction, made his home, as did the 
members of his staff. 

Ed Calloway was then at his parental 
home, a mile from Forsyth, and -had 
come into social contact with a mem- 
ber of General Pope's staff, and 
through that accidental meeting was 
tendered a position behind the counter 
by Mr. Carey. Young, full of life, en- 
ergetic, a neat and clever dresser, al- 
ways genial and attractive in his dis- 
position, ever pleasant and kind, never 
other than easily approachable, pos- 
sessing a quick appreciation of char- 
acter and having a remarkable, almost 
an astonishing memory of names and 
faces, he rapidly came to the front 
among the hotel clerks of the south. 

Day by day he added friends to his 
long list, until he was quickly and 
always pointed to as one of the most 
popular and most successful hotel 
clerks in the south. 


Goes to Markham House. 


In 1874 the Markham house, a mag- 
on Loyd street, now Central avenue, 
nificent hotel structure, was completed 
by William Markham, Owner of the 
land, and was opened by William 
Owens, lessee, and the opening day 
found Ed Calloway behind the Mark- 
ham counter. A few months later Sel- 
den, Scoville and Terry, who had just 
leased the Kimball, made a contract 
with Ed Calloway, securing him as one 
of the attractions at the Kimball, then 
the most modern and up-to-date hotel 
in the south. Ed Calloway remained 
with that hotel up to its destruction 
in August, 1883. 

The fire which destroyed the Kim- 
ball was discovered in the early morn- 
ing hours, while the greater number 
of guests were asleep. The alarm 
within the house was effective, how- 
ever, and the hotel was burned without 
the loss of life. 

It was on a Saturday night, and, 
without advising any one of his inten- 
tion, Ed Calloway had left that night 
for a day with his family in Forsyth. 
The next morning Ed Calloway failed 
to show up, and within a short time 
it was currently rumored that his life 
had been lost in the conflagration.

“I am free to admit,” he said, 
after very many years gf study of the 
subject of maney and its issuance, I 
have not yet solved the problem to my 
own satisfaction. I believe we must 
meet the new conditions confronting 
us as a nation, and that many old con- 
ceptions must give way to new condi- 
tions; yet I cannot escape the belief 
that relative provisions in legislation 
ought to have a little more weight in 
the determination of the nation’s finan- 
cla] policies affecting the issuance of 
money, 


Present System Attacked. 


“To delegate that power to private in- 
terest is something which, in my 
judgment, ig not sustained by a proper 
interpretation of the legislational pro- 
vision that the government of the Unit- 
ed States ts the duly constituted au- 
thority for the issuing of money.’ 

Mr. Gompers attacked the system in 
force by which the banks are permit- 
ted to draw interest from the govern- 
ment on government bonds which they 
put up as security for bank note cir- 
culation. 

“This system,” he sald, 
banks an unwarranted 
making money. The bank is entitled 
to interest on the bonds it buys, but 
it ought not to have the privilege then 
of issuing money on the strength of 
these bonds.’ 

Mr. Gompers accepted the statement 
by Representative Powers, of Maine, 
that the profit concerned is so minute 
that the banks really cannot afford to 
take out more bond-secured circulation 
than the law compels, but he clung to 
his view of the unfairness and impro- 
priety of the system, though conceding 
the truth of the statement that the 
compulsory purchase of bonds as cir- 
culation security {s the means by which 
the government funds the national 
debt.

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The Needs ot Our Army. 


Editor Constitution: A great deal of com- 
ment has been going the rounds of the news- 
papers and magazines recently in regard to 
the necessity for an increase in our navy, 
and we weuld not attempt for one moment 
to demy the pressing necessity for such an 
increase. We are glad to know that the navy 
has able champions in Congressman Hobson 
and other men of note. That we should have 
@ navy second to none seems to be the con- 
sensus of opinion, but JI contend that we 
should also have an. army adecuate to back 
up that navy. The defenses of a country are 
no stronger than fhe weakest Dart. 

That we have always been successful in the 
past is a fact that has awakened the admi- 
ration of the @ntire world and given to others 
a wholesome respect for our vrowess. At 
what a cost of blood and money we have 
been continuously successful, a perusal of the 
pages of our history will show. These suc- 
cesses have caused us, as a people, to be- 
lieve that all that is necessary to make a sol- 
dier of an American is to put a gun in his 
hands, and such belief, persisted in, cannot 
but be costly to us in the long run. 

Just prior to the breaking out of the Span- 
ish-American war we had no possessions out- 
gide of the United States and our little army 
of 25,000 men, well drilled and equipped, 
seasoned by constant compaigninge in the 
west, was sufficient for the suppression of 
any loca! disorders and for such other duty 
as it was called upon the perform. Since 
then we have added to our territory the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, Guam, the Sand- 
Wich islands, and must keep troops in Alas- 
ka, in Cuba for a while, and {t may be, later, 
in the Panama canal zone, for such protection 
as we must have there. We have increased 
our army, but its size has not kept pace 
with the amount of duty which it has to 
perform. In addition to the increase of duty 
a great deal of it is in a*tropical country 
and is so strenuous on account of the cli- 
matic conditions that white troops must have 
periodical rests at home. 

The burden of this tropical duty necessarily 
falls to the lot of the !nfantry branch of 
the service. The experience of all countries 
which have attempted to send troops from a 
temperate climate to a tropical one is that 
such troops need at least twice as much ser- 
vice at home as in the tropical climate. 
What are we doing with our army, and for 
it? 

We are attempting to do all of this foreign 
service with only a few thousand more men 
than we had at the hreaking out eof the 
trouble with Spain, thus making the duty 80 
onerous that we are not able to keep the 
forces up to even the small authorized 
strength of today, and men are leaving the 
army by the wholesale to accept, in civil life, 
more pleasant work and at much greater 
salariés. We have, at this time, more than 
half of our infantry on duty outside of the 
United States and we have yet to furnish 
troops to relieve the marines on duty in 
Cuba, and for the Panama canal zone. This 
means that infantry soldiers must spend more 
than half of their time on foreign service. ¥t 
means also an increased retired list for offi- 
cers on account of the disabilities constantly 
arising from extended service in the tropics, 
and consequent greater expense to the United 
States for that retired list. It means also 
that we now have less by 20,000 men than 
our authorized strength. It means also that 
companies are mere skeletons, being’ s0 small 
as to make it almost impossible to carry out 
any intelligent and systematic scheme of in- 
struction. It means also that if trouble 
should come we could not relieve a sufficient 
army of soldiers from tneir present duties to 
be of much use either for offense or de- 
fexnse. * 

Thus I might go on and give columns of 
reasons why we should add to our too small 
army, and especially to the infantry, which 
is already so small as to be entirely out of 
proportion to the size of the other branches 
of the service; but it seems that the reasons 
given above ought to be sufficient to urge us 
to action. We want a navy second to none, 
and we want, at the same time, an army 
large enough to back up that navy until 
such time as the national guard and volun- 
teers can be mustered in, drilled and gotten 
into the field. We want an army large 
enough to enable us, periodically at least, to 
have a reasonable rest from the enervating 
influences of a tropical clhmate. We admit 
that we are paid by Uncle Sam to shoot and 
be shot at; but we do insist that we should 
have a reasonable chance to preserve our 
health while waiting for that time to come. 
We want an army large enough to occasionai- 
ly permit us to remain in one station for a 
few months and get acquainted with our wives 
and children. We submit that the time has 
past when we should fear the dangers of 
militarism. 

Let's apply the ounce of prevention now 
rather than the pound of cure later.

Whether Piedmont park shall con- 
tinue to be the site of state fairs and 
the present fair buildings allowed to 
remain there for that purpose, or 
whether they shall be torn away and 
the park devoted exclusively to park 
purposes, will be the question to be 
decided at the meeting of the park 
board Saturday, at 12:30 o'clock, in 


we office of Mayor Joyner, in the city 
all. 

If the fair buildings are torn down, 
the directors of the Atlanta Falr As- 
sociation declare that no more state 
fairs can be held in Atlanta. If they 
are not torn down, argue other north 
Side citizens, the purpose of the park 
purchase will fail. 


Captain Raoul’s Position. 


Captain W. G. Raoul, one of the lead- 
ing exponents of the “City Beautiful,” 
said: 

The question of our city offering to the 
State Fair Association the use of Piedmont 
Park as grounds fer holding its annual fairs 
permanently therein, having reached some 
Public discussion, a number of representa- 
tive citizens adverse to the idea of devoting 
this park to this use met for the purpose of 
inquiring into the proposal giving expresion 
to their views and ascertaining the state of 
public opinion on this gubject. The subject in 
band had a full discussion, and we are able 
to formulate a unanimous consensus of opin- 
ion in favor of the following views, to wit: 

1. That Piedmont park should not in the 
best interests of the city be used as a fair 
grounds. 

2. That the park should be improved and 
developed on the lines of establishing it per- 
manentiy as a pleasure and recreation park. 

3. That such a use would be of far-reaching 
and lasting benefit to this city and its com- 
ing generations, and especially beneficial as 
an aid to the formation of habit and charac- 
ter of our children and young people. 

4. That it would not be possible to use the 
grounds for holding fairs without destroying 
its usefulness as a pleasure and recreation 
park. 

5. That such use would necessarily dis- 

figure the landscape, which is important to be 
improved and preserved to its fvyliest poa- 
sibilities of beauty if it is to do credit to our 
city, and it would make impossible the 
Preservation from destruction of lawns, plant- 
ings and recreation and play grounds. 
* 6. That Piedmont park, from its location, 
extent and topography, offers an opportunity 
possessed by few other cities for the devefop- 
ment of a park of rare Beakuty, and such op- 
portunity should not be lost or neglected. 

7. That even small expenditures made each 
year upon previously developed and carefully 
thought out plang looking to its ultimate 
completeness as a whole, would result in 
keeping the park improvements apace with 
our present requirements and in giving us 
in the future that which we surely shall 
need—a pleasure and recreation park of great 
beauty and utility, adequate for the larger 
city of the future. 

8. That with such an end in view, the 
present bulldings, with the exception of those 
which may be found adaptable for working 
into the pleasure and recreation park scheme, 
should be sold and removed (reserving till 
after the present proposed fair such as may 
be for that purpose needed) in order to give a 
free hand in working out plans for land- 
scape effect and give eariy opportunity for 


the planting of trees of slow growth that 
they may be growing while we Wait, and 
Lastly, the meeting was of the opinion that 
the best interests of al) the people requlre 
a large pleasure park located in the same 


é 
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relation to the north side as is Grant papk 
to the south side; and further, the belief was 
expressed that the extremely favorable terms 
upon which the olty acquired this propea@ty 
was largely due to concessions made by pub- 
lic-spirited citizens with a view to providing 
& pleasure park for the north side. 

We have canvassed the subject among our 
citizens quite broadly, and find no dissenting 
opinion from these. 


Fair Association's Position. 


The members of the Atlanta Fair A8- 
sociation, all of whom serve without 
pay and devote their time and atten- 
tion in an effort to build up the city 
through the advertising medium of <a 
State fair, are equally as desirous of re-< 
taining the buildings and having an-4% 
Other state fair this year, next year, ; 
and so on. 

Secretary Frank Weldon, of the At- 
lanta Fair Association, states that 
there are as good reasons for allowing 
the buildings to remain as to tear 
them down. In this position he says: 


If the people of Atlanta do not want any 
more fRirs, then the Piedmont park buildings, 
which cost $250,000, might as well be torn 
down and sold for junk. 

But if the people want 
keep the buildings. 

In my opinion the great majority of the 
people are strongly in favor of annual fairs, 
which bring $500,000 to $1,000,000 a year to 
the city, add vastly to the prosperity of many 
lines of business, give employment to many 
citizens and directly and indirectly help to 
swell property values. 

It seems to be forgotten that when the 
clty bought Piedmont park it was with the 
understanding that it should be maintained 
for fair and exposition purposes, as well as 
for a pleasure park. Some of the stock in 
the old company was given to the city with 
that understgmding. Former Mayor Wood- 
ward and others who advocated the purchase 
of Piedmont park will confirm this. 

There is abundant~room in Piedmont park 
for fairs and for pleasure grounds, too. The 
park contains about 229 acres and only one- 
third of this area is used for fairs. 

In view of the benefits which the city de- 
rives from our fairs, it is unlike Atlanta to 
find a spirit of antagonism to this publioe 
enterprise. 

In most states the fairs are appreciated. 
Georgia does no? give a dollar to her state 
fair, but see what other states do. Here are 
the appropriations made by various 
last year for their fairs: 

North Carolina, $2,000; South Carolina, 
$2,500: Florida, $15,000: Kentucky, $15,000; 
New York, $52,000; Indiana, $10,000; Illinols, 

020; Missouri (1906), $69,600; Michigan, 
$10,000; Wisconsin, $67,500; Nebraska (1905), 
$30,000; Minnesota, $60,000; Tennessee, $5,000: 
lowa, $80,000. 

New York has appropriated $600,000 in the 
last five years. Indiana gave $100,000 in 1906 
for new buildings. Illinois has averaged §$652.- 
617 a year for eight years. Minnesota hag ap- 
propriated $79,000 for 1908 and $53,000 for 
1909. Missouri has given $289,600 since 19038. 
Wisconsin has given $207,500 in the last 
three years. 

Georgia does not give a cent to her fairs. 
but spends many thousands on expostttons tn 
other states.* The city of Atlanta has given 
the fair the free use of the buildings and 
grounds at Piedmont park for the last three 
years, and in 1905 spent some money repairing 
the buildings. We appreciate what the city 
has done, and we are confident that not only 
Whitehall, Mitchell, Peachtree, Marietta, 
Broad, Alabama, Forsyth and all the other 
business streets, but fully 90 per cent of all 
Atlantans want the fairs. 

From present indications a fair next fall 
will be worth more to the city than any we 
have had in a long time. 
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An interview given out yesterday by 
Chairman 8S. G. McLendon, on the rail- 
road commission, practically corro- 
borates the statement several times 
printed In The Constitution to the ef- 
fect that a readjustment of passenger 
Taes is soon to be made, putting all 
the standard rallroadg of the state on | 
a 2 1-2 cents a mile basis. 

The Constitution specificially stated 
that the railroad commission had not 
as yet given any formal consideration 
to the matter. In that, also, The Con- 
etitution’s statement and the chair- 
man’s inerview are in accord. 

Chairman McLendon frankly admits 
the “possibility’’ of such a _ readjust- 
ment, and mentions several facts, all 
of which he says may or may not lead 
up to “a general rate agreement here 
in Georgtia.”’ 

The interview given out by Chairman 
McLendon 1s as follows: 

“This office has no information as to 
any agreement, arrangement or basis 
for a complete rate readjustment as 
passenger fares in Georgia. 

“That such a thing is a possibility I 
will admit, but as yet this commission 
has no information that it will take 
place. It is expected that the Georgia 
Southern and Florida will come to the 
Same basis as the Southern. because it 
is owned and controlled by that line, 
but as yet it has not announced the} 
fact,’ he continued. 

“It is also known that the Atlantic 
Coast Line is negotiating with South 
Carolina to go on the same basis as 
the Southern in its agreement with 
that and other southern states. Ne- 
gotiations are also under way in Ten- 
nessee. Al] of these things may or 
may not point to a general rate agree- 
ment here tn Georgia.”’

Macon Gets Execations. 


In accordance with a request of the

ATTACK ON BANK EXAMINER 


Attorney for Depositors Asserts 
That Under the Banking Laws 
“tate Treasurer and Bank 
Examiner Could Secure 


All Help Necessary. 


Final argument was made in the case 
of the state's contention for the $200,- 
000 deposited in the Neal bank yester- 
day before Judge Ellis, the feature be- 
ing the attack made on the State Treas- 
urer and Bank Examiner R. E. Park 
by Attorney Walter Brown. 

The court adjourned at 1:30 o'clock, 
Judge Fllis saying he would reserve 
his decision, probably giving it out tn 
a Gay or two. 

The counsel for the objectors, Walter 
Brown, spoke at some length on the 
matter, but the most important part 
of his argument was his attack on the 
state treasurer. 

Attack on Bank Examiner. 

He explained that the defense made 
by Attorney General Hart that the 
state treasurer had 450 banks to ex- 
amine, and had only two assistants, 
could not hold good, because under a 
recent act the state treasurer was au- 
thorized to employ as many assistants 


to make examination of the banks, He 
read an affidavit made by the bank 
examiner that he had not examined the 
Neal bank up to the time it failed since

Report of Renewed Fight Agains 
Corporations, 


Im the Opinion of Operators on the 
Floor This Report Led to the 
Depression of Stocks—United 
States Steel Led the 
Decline. 


New York, January 29.—No effective 
obstacles were interposed to prevent the 
downward drift of prices of stocks to- 
day, which was made on a much dimin- 
ished volume of business from that 
which has been. the rule for many 
days past. The pressure to sell showed 
no signs of urgency, but the benevo- 
lent control which has been apparent 
since the present week opened was 
withdrawn, leaving the market to its 
own tendencies. The supporting 
measures, which have been obvious to 
even a superficial observation, have 
been attributed to -the large banking 
and capital interests, the supposed 
motive being the purchase to protect 
the market from an undue effect from 
some of the recent developmnts that 
had been dreaded. The passing of sev- 
eral of these incidents may have 4ac- 
counted for the abandonment of pro- 
tective measures in the market today. 
The appearance of the United States 
Steel Corporation's quarterly report, 
with its emphatic testimony to the 
heavy contraction in the business of 
the corporation following the financial 
crisis, was the latest of these incidents. 
The tenor of the report, however, had 
been so clearly ountlined in prelimina- 
ry estimates, both In the figures of the 
quarter's net earnings and in the ton- 
nage of orders on hand, that ng marked 
change of sentiment was caused by the 
reading of the report. Greater interest 
attached to the current conditions in 
the fron and steel trade, of which no 
hint was offered in the United States 
Steel report. Some questioning was 
heard of how much the amount of un- 
filled orders on hand might be affected 
by orderg which it was sought to have 
cancelled after the setback in buéiness 
occurred, and which the authorities of 
the company refused to allow cancelled 
but consented to postpone delivery on. 
The heaviness of United States Steel 
led the downward turn in prices. 

. In the opinion of operatorg on the 
floo rof the stock exchange the domi- 
nant influence in‘the depression was 
the reporte of renewed measures 
against the power of corporations in 
contemplation at Washington. Very 
definite rumors were in circulation re- 
Sarding the contents of special mes- 
sages from the president to congress 
said to be intended for an early day 
and bearing on a new employers’ liabtl- 
ity law, enlarged privilege against dis- 
crimination for union labor and drastie 
restrictions on speculative operations in 
the markets under the guise of ant{- 
gambling regulations. There wag a 
note of dissatisfaction perceptible in 
the financial district over the delay in 
retirement of a remnant of the clearing 
house certificates issued to tide over 
the crisis.
